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KPFA's  program  schedule  is  published  in  this  monthly 
guide  as  a  service  to  subscribers,  who  support  our  non- 
profit, non-commercial  station  at  the  rate  of  $15.00  (regu- 
lar) or  $10.00  (student  and  retired)  for  a  year. 

Our  broadcast  day  starts  Monday  through  Friday  at 
7:00  A.M.  and  on  weekends  and  holidays  at  8:00  A.M. 
and  lasts  at  least  until  midnight. 

Listeners  in  certain  parts  of  the  East  Bay  who  have  diffi- 
culty receiving  KPFA,  94.1  MHz,  can  hear  these  programs 
broadcast  simultaneously  on  KPFB  at  89.3  MHz. 


KPFA  is  owned  by  Pacifica  Foundation,  a  non-profit 
institution.  Other  Pacifica  stations  are  KPFK,  Los  An- 
geles, California  91604,  and  VVBAI,  New  York,  New  York 
10016.  Subscriptions  are  transferable. 

The  duration  of  programs  scheduled  is  approximate.  Dates 
after  listings  indicate  past  or  future  duplicate  broadcasts; 
an  indication  of  the  time  of  such  scheduling  refers  to  a 
more  detailed  description  of  the  program.  An  asterisk  pre- 
ceding a  music  listing  means  the  performance  is  not 
commercially  available. 


STATEMENT  from  ALFRED  PARTRIDGE,  Station  Manager 


When  we  have  the  year  end  budget  figures,  I  will  include 
them  in  the  Folio,  but  our  present  statistics  indicate  the 
following.- 

OPERATING  EXPENSE  AND  INCOME 

1.  Our  average  operating  expense  is  $19,500  a  month. 

2.  Our  average  income  is  13,500  a  month. 

3.  Our  average  operating  deficit  is  6,000  a  month. 

4.  This  leaves  an  annual  deficit  of  $72,000. 

While  it  is  small  comfort,  a  comparison  of  operating  ex- 
penses at  KPFA  with  those  of  its  two  sister  stations  indicates 
that  KPFA  has  held  expenses  $22,000  a  year  below  those 
of  KPFK,  and  about  $70,000  below  those  of  WBAI. 

MARATHONS 

We  have  had  two  marathons  to  try  to  reduce  the  deficit. 

The  first  marathon  raised  approximately  $50,000  in  May 
and  June  of  1966.  We  entered  that  marathon  with  approxi- 
mately $35,000  in  back  bills.  The  marathon  enabled  us  to 
clear  these  liabilities  and  gave  us  $15,000  to  cover  the 
operating  deficit  for  the  next  few  months. 

The  second  marathon  was  held  in  May  of  1967  with  a  goal 
of  $75,000.  We  entered  that  marathon  with  liabilities  of 
approximately  $42,000.  We  have  realized  almost  $70,000 
of  the  total  pledged.  This  means  that  we  could  have  cleared 
the  past-due  bills  and  other  liabilities  and  still  have  had 
approximately  $28,000  to  apply  toward  the  anticipated 
deficit  in  the  coming  months.  In  fact,  we  did  not  pay  off 
$28,000  in  outstanding  loans  from  the  marathon  proceeds 
because   it  would   have   put   us   in   a   no-cash   position   for 


operation.  We  hoped  to  increase  monthly  income  and 
through  benefits  raise  enough  to  pay  off  these  debts  over 
a  period  of  several  months.  Our  optimism  was  not  realized; 
therefore,  by  November,  1967  we  had  liabilities  of  $57,000, 
liquid  assets  of  approximately  $10,000,  or  a  deficit  of  ap- 
proximately $47,000.  $27,000  was  in  loans  to  indivduais, 
and  $4,000,  a  bank  loan. 

SUBSCRIPTATHON 

The  subscriptathon  during  the  month  of  December  increased 
the  number  of  subscribers  by  953.  After  costs  of  processing 
and  gifts  it  will  bring  a  net  of  about  $10,400  compared  to 
the  $3,000  anticipated  from  new  subscriptions  in  an  ordi- 
nary month. 

ECONOMIES  ALREADY  INSTITUTED 

By  November  9,  1967  I  had  reduced  staff  by  three  full- 
time  members,  and  the  cost  of  FOLIO  printing  by  about 
$500,  making  a  total  monthly  savings  of  approximately 
$1,700. 

OTHER  POSSIBLE  ECONOMIES 

Reduce  Broadcast  day.  If  we  reduced  the  broadcast  day 
from  12:00  noon  to  midnight,  it  would  amount  to  a  saving 
of  about  $1,700  a  month. 

Significantly  reducing  the  staff  would  make  our  type  of 
programming  impossible.  Most  independent  FM  stations  are 
disc  jockey  operations  —  records,  with  chatter  in  between. 
They  produced  no  programs  to  speak  of,  and  depend  on 
personality  rather  than  substance  for  listener  interest.  Any 
such  operation  would  defeat  the  purpose  for  which  the 
station  was  founded.

When  I  married  my  husband,  the  sculptor,  Bruce  Beasley,  and  came  to  live  in  the  studio- 
home  he  had  fashioned  in  West  Oakland,  it  was  natural  for  me  to  begin  photographing 
my  surroundings.  It  was  my  husband's  needs  as  a  sculptor,  for  an  inexpensive  building  in 
an  industrial  zone,  which  originally  brought  him  to  this  semi-residential  area  dotted  with 
warehouses  and  backyard  industry. 

During  the  four  years  I  have  lived  in  West  Oakland,  we  have  come  to  have  good  friends, 
and  as  time  has  passed,  I  have  been  able  to  take  pictures  of  my  friends  at  home,  to 
photograph  community  events,  and  to  see  a  side  of  my  community  a  stranger  would 
simply  never  see  or  imagine —  just  driving  through.  The  exhibit  is,  in  a  sense,  OUR  TOWN'S 
family  album,  and  many  members  of  our  West  Oakland  community  have  taken  part  in 
its  production."
